A towering, talented U.S. team 
won its vital meeting with the So­ 
viet Union before a sweltering, 
screaming crowd Saturday nigh4., 
81-57. But it wasn’t easy. 
The Soviets throttled Oscar (Big 
O) Robertson, the great All-Amer­ 
ica from Cincinnati, in the first 
half as they limited him to a sin­ 
gle field goal and held the half­ 
time score to 35-28. 
Soviet Look od Good 
A 20-point splurge during the 
first five mintes of the final half 
pulled the game out of danger for 
the Americans. 
The Soviets looked good on de­ 
fense. They were aggressive and 
equal to the Americans. They 
Mere fast and clever in ball-han­ 
dling. But they couldn’t shoot. If 
the Russians had even a pair of 
men who could hit from the out­ 
side, they would have caused 
much more trouble. 
Thc one striking feature of 
these 17th games in the eternal 
city has been the “ new look” of 
the Soviet athletes. 
New Soviet Leek 
It used to be easy to single out 
Soviet athletes in the village They 
were always dowdy and uncom­ 
municative. They seldom were al­ 
lowed more than a few feet be­ 
yond their own quarters. 
Now the Soviets, in their blue 
sweat 
suits 
with 
the 
letters 
“CCCP” across the chest, walk 
the village with a light and bouncy 
step. They wave. They stop and 
chat. They swap pins. 
They 
are younger, 
trimmer, 
both men and women. 
It's "W ar" To Them 
They still are a regimented, 
dedicated team of athletes—sup­ 
ported and driven by the state— 
but they have picked up Western 
mannerisms — and with them, 
Western sports techniques. 
“In 1956, the Russians didn't 
win a medal in cycling,” said a 
U.S. official. “This year they won 
one gold medal and five bronze 
In the next Olympics, don’t be 
surprised if its five golds.” 
As hammer thrower Hal Con­ 
nolly put it, to the Soviets the 
Olympics is “war.” They are de­ 
termined to be the best. It may 
take a similar determination to 
head them off.

MISCONDUCT 
CHARGE FALSE

The meeting was held after a 
report 'not carried by The As­ 
sociated Press' that U.S. disap­ 
pointment in track and field re 
suited from “wine, women and 
song ” 
The report quoted an unnamed 
Olympic official as stating he saw 
American athletes arriving at the 
village after midnight. 
Sprinter Ray Norton, who fin­ 
ished last in both the IOO and 200 
meter finals, 
and 
pole vaulter 
Don Bragg, who began competi­ 
tion today, were mentioned in the 
report. 
Absolutely Fait* 
In his statement Wilson said an 
investigation by administrative of­ 
ficials showed that charges of 
high living “are absolutely un­ 
founded in fact and we resent the 
implications 
made 
by 
misin­ 
formed individuals that our ath­ 
letes have failed to live up to 
their responsibilities. 
“In one instance where it was 
charged that a group of Ameri­ 
can athle es were in a downtown 
restaurant at a late hour, investi­ 
gation revealed a clear case of 
mistaken identity.” 
In a press conference later Wil­ 
son said the athletes who have 
completed competition had been 
asked to conduct themselves in a 
proper manner. 
Thorough Inquiry 
He said a thorough mvestiga- 
tion by team managers showed 
that all members of the U.S. team 
were abiding strictly by rules and 
regulations set out in advance of 
the Rome trip. 
“We have a dedicated team 
and not one of them would jeop­ 
ardize his chances of doing a job 
for his country by loose conduct,” 
Wilson said. 
“If we had any failures in com­ 
petition it was because of over­ 
eagerness and of trying too hard, 
and not because of a letdown." 
Norton Bitter 
Norton was bitter over the ini­ 
tial report 
“It is a bald-faced 
lie,” the sprinter said 
“I have not ridden in a taxi 
cab since I have been in Rome. 
I have not been farther than 200 
yards from the front gate of the 
village ”

Upward of IOO horses and ponies 
•re expected to be entered in the 
annual Horse Show to be held 
Saturday of fair week starting at 
IO o’clock in the morning. 
For many years one of the high­ 
lights of the South Mountain Fair, 
the show is expected to attract 
the best horses from throughout 
the Maryland-Pennsylvania Horse 
Show Circuit of which it is a 
member. 
The show will open with an open 
jumper class, with the jumps at 
under three feet, six filches. 
Children's Class 
The Children’s Pleasure horse 
class will be next, open to horses 
14.2 hands high and over, and 
riders who have not reached their 
15th 
birthday. 
The 
youngsters 
will show their horses at a walk, 
a canter, and any other pleasure 
gait called for by the judge. The 
judging will be half on the horses’ 
conformation and manners and 
half on the skill of the juvenile 
riders. 
Class 3 will be a hack event 
open to horses 12.2 hands and 
over, to be shown at a walk, trot 
and canter. Hunters and Western 
horses and horses entered in the 
jumps will not be permitted in the 
class. 
The Small Pony class follows, 
open to ponies 12 hands and under 


with riders 12 years of age and 
under. The ponies will be shown 
at a walk and a trot. Judging 
will be 30 percent for suitability 
as a child’s mount, 20 percent for 
conformation and 50 percent for 
the skill of the riders. 
Leadline Evant Favorite 
.Class 5 will be a Western Pleas­ 
ure horse event open to horses 14 
hands and over, to be shown at a 
walk, trot and lope. The horses 
must have western tack and will 
be judged on ability to give a 
good ride and the suitability of 
horse to rider. 
Next on the schedule will be the 
lead line pony event—usually one 
of the favorites of spectators. All 
of the drivers are children six 
years of age or under and the 
ponies are judged on suitability 
for small children, manners and 
kindness. The ponies must stand 
with the children alone and jog 
when directed. Any temper or 
meanness disqualifies the pony. 
Children entering the lead line 
pony event are ineligible for any 
other class.

SOVIETS BUILD

MURMANSK, U.S.S.R. IAP) - 
The scrawny tree s trunk is only 
four inches in diameter—yet it was 
planted more than a century ago. 
There is no grass, and only two 
months of the year will flowers 
and shrubs grow. 
I saw no pets—cats, dogs or 
birds—during my brief visit here. 
Living is difficult enough for hu­ 
mans. 
Total Darknoss 
Three months of the year there 
is total darkness; another three 
months have 24 hours of daylight. 
Under these conditions the So­ 
viet Union is building here the 
biggest city in the Arctic; the 
country’s only ice-free port with 
unhampered access to open sea 
the year round. 
Since 1945, the dreary city’s 
population has grown from about 
100,000 to 226,000. While it proc­ 
esses 400,000 tons of fish and 
Shandies four million tons of freight 


few miles east is land that never 
thaws. A warm wind blows from 
—of all places—the north to bring 
a January thaw. Cold winds blow 
from the south from icy Russian 
Steppes. Birds migrate south to 
north instead of north to south for 
the winter. 
The stores are still dotted with 
hulks of ships sunk by the Ger­ 
mans during World War II when 
the port was bombed more than 
1,000 days. 
The Soviets have tried to imbue 
people here with a pioneer spirit, 
and have succeeded to a degree. 
But there’s little doubt that many 
of them are here for the premium 
pay—40 per cent above Moscow 
standards, plus the Soviet form of 
fringe benefits which includes six 
weeks summer vacation in South 
Russia. 
Building Fast 
Apartment houses, public build­ 
ings and schools are going up at 
a fast rate, and, while drab, pro­ 


vide thick-walled shelter for a 
climate disagreeable in summer 
and winter. 
The city and port are dotted 
with Communist Party slogans and 
the influence of the Soviet regime 
is felt everywhere. Even the rein­ 
deer herders who used to follow 
their flocks around th# frozen 
tundras, 
sometimes 
in 
Russia, 
sometimes in Finland, now are 
brought together on a collective 
reindeer farm, their roving days 
ended.

The graying, matronly widow is 
a state parole and probation of­ 
ficer—Kentucky’s senior officer in 
term* of experience. 
It Not Judge 
“ It’s not my place to judge what 
a convict has done,” Mrs. Heicken 
says. “It’s my job to try to pre­ 
vent his return to prison.” 
For that attempt—and It often 
fails—Mrs. Heicken recommends 
a warm personality, a sense of 
fairness, 
a 
knowledge 
of 
psy­ 
chology and plain hard wrork. 
Her continuing case load of IOO 
parolees generally consists of 95 
men and five women. 
Men Are Easier 
‘T h e men are much easier to 
handle,” she says. 
Mrs. Heicken isn’t being catty, 


merely realistic. 
"The type of women we get 
haven’t been sent to prison until 
they’ve committed about every­ 
thing in the book. They’re almost 
incorrigible. 
It 
take far 
fewer 
crimes for a man to go to prison.’ 
Prefers Long Termers 
She also prefers to deal with 
men who have been behind bars 
for a long time—“they appreciate 
freedom 
more 
than the

termers and they ll try harder to 
staty free.” 
Her biggest problem often isn’t 
the men, but finding jobs for them. 
A dip in the business cycle is a 
heavy blow to rehabilitation.

CREDIT SYSTEM 
HAS PITFALLS

CHICAGO (API—The American 
credit system , says Sen. Paul H. 
Douglas (D.-Ill.), is a mysterious 
I w ilderness 
in which there 
are 
many pitfalls for the unwary con- 
j tonier. 
! 
He has been exploring this wil­ 
derness. 
The senator lias proposed legis­ 
lation which he says would help 
right the wrongs he has found. It 
would require agencies extending 
credit 
to 
disclose 
the 
finance 
charges. 
Credit Pitfalls 
Douglas discussed the pitfalls 
of 
the 
credit 
system 
recently 
when the Senate Subcommittee on 
Production and Stabilization was 
in the city conducting a hearing 
on his legislation. 
He cited some statistics; At the 
end of the 1959 Americans were 
in debt 183 billion dollars—some 
131 billion doit.i* - of this in mort- 
I gages and ~>2 million in consumer 


credit. By the end of this year. 
consumers will be entangled in 
an 
estimated 
200-billion-dollar 
credit web. 
During 1959. 88 per cent of the 
bankruptcies in the United States 
were family bankruptcies. 
Should Know Cost 
Sen. Douglas said he and his 
supporters are not opposed to con­ 
sumer credit. “ But we do say 
that the buyers and borrowers are 
entitled to know how much they 
are paying for the credit, 
he 
said. 
Douglas has found that inter 
est rates as high as HW to 160 
per cent a year are tieing paid 
by many consumers. Many are 
not aware of the add-on charges 
and camouflaged terms in the 
contract. 
“ Instead of telling the cast Omer 
what he has to pay, he’s told 
only what he pays a month and 
how many months he must pay 
it,” he said. 
Pays Sam* Raft 
"Then there is the basing of the 
interest debt on the original in 
debtedness. In this the customer 
continues to pay the same rate 
for the original sum instead of 
what he owes. He will pay. for 


example, 
eight 
per 
cent 
each 
month on $300,” Douglas said. 
“Abuses in recent months show 
that a buyer is loaded down with 
additional charges, a form of dis­ 
count and deductions for various 
services. 
“The testimony at the hearing 
has disclosed 
that 
in 
auto fi­ 
nancing for used cars there is a 
volume of cases when 
a man 
bought an automobile and found 
out later he also bought life in­ 
surance. 
Rates Ar* Heavy 


‘The rates are heavy. And not 
only is he buying life insurance 
against his will or knowledge but 
also accident insurance. 
“Service charges — here there 
has been a big source of abuse. 
These accumulations of finance 
charges, which are often in ex­ 
cess of the interest rates, place 
a burden on the purchaser. 
"We are making a study of in­ 
dividual cases. We find that the 
consumer in many cases is pay­ 
ing as much as 140 per cent on 
the unpaid balance by computing 
interest on a monthly basis, 
he 
said. 
No Supervisor 
Douglas said he is not anxious 


to have the national government 
take over supervision of finance 
from the states. 
But 
he 
pointed 
out 
that 
19 
states do not have laws in the 
personal loan area. 
"Our analysis shows that the 
31 remaining states do not have 
laws that are effective,” he said. 
"In 31 states no laws deal with 
merchandise other than an auto­ 
mobile

TEST PROVES 
SATISFACTORY 


LEXINGTON. Ky. (AP) - A 
University of Kentucky bacteriol­ 
ogist has announced a new tuber­ 
culosis test that gives more in­ 
formation than the commonly- 
used skin test. 
Dr. Morris Scherago says his 
test shows up positive only if a 
person has active tuberculosis, 
while the skin tests gives positive 
results even if a person has had 
the disease and recovered. 
The new metliod is based on the 
reaction of white blood cells to 
tuberculin, a product made from 
the tuberculosis-causing tubercule 
baccilla. 


Scherago Teat 
In the Scherago test, blood sam­ 
ples first are treated so the white 
blood cells group together. 
Tuberculin is added and mi­ 
croscopic 
examination 
shows 
whether the cells travel away 
from the center of the specimens. 
In a disease-free person, Sche­ 
rago says, the cells will travel a 
considerable microscopic distance 
even when tuberculin added. 
Call Migration 
(hi the other hand, he adds, 
there is little cell migration in 
samples from persons with the 
disease. 
Scherago says the reaction still 
is not fully understood, but that 
further experiments are expected | 
to clear it up. 
He says the new test also gives 
an indication of how well tuber­ 
culosis patients are responding 
to treatment by showing the de­ 
gree of cell movement. 
The new cell-sensitivity method, 
he adds, also shows promise in 
testing for brucellosis, a cattle 
disease, 
and 
histoplasmosis, 
a 
disease resembling tuberculosis. 


NEW YORK (AP) - For the 
first time since 1926, the New 
York Rangers will open the Na­ 
tional Hockey League season at 
home, and General Manager Muzz 
Patrick feels the change will be 
beneficial.

FRANCE'S MAN 
OF FINANCE IS 
A LIBERALS

PARIS (AP) — The man cre­ 
dited with France’s financial re­ 
covery 
is 
little-known 
Jacques 
Rueff, an unabashed conservative 
often called a champion of liber­ 
alism. 
While his basses shine in the 
spotlight, he grinds away to make 
the franc competitive with the dol­ 
lar and France competitive with 
everybody in sight. Rueff brags 
that the French worker will soon 
earn as much as his American 
counterpart and French industry 
will 
furnish 
an 
unassailable 
example to Soviet Russia. 
Rueff* job: f o r m u l a t i n g 
French financial, economic and 
production policies. His uninfor­ 
mative title:vice-president of the 
Decree No. 59 1284 of Nov. 13, 
1959.” 
Prime Minister Michel Debre 
is chairman of the 16-man com­ 
mittee, but Rueff runs it. 
At 27, Rueff was one of France’s 
youngest inspectors of finance— 
a job that ranks well up in the 
French 
administration. 
At 
the 
outbreak of World War II he was 
assistant director of the Bank of 
France. 
After the war lie returned to 
government, but found his deep­ 
rooted financial conservatism was 
unpopular. Smiling, Rueff says, 
“At the liberation, people said, 
‘With such ideas Rueff ought to 
be sent abroad.” He was—as the* 
president of the Inter-Allied Re­ 
parations Agency. 
Became A President 
In 1952 he became president 
of the Court of Justice of the 
European Coal and Steel Com­ 
munity 
and 
with 
De Gaulle’s 
return to power in 1958, returned 
to full activity in the government. 
“I was able.” says Rueff,"to 
point out the necessity of putting 
order in France'* finances,” 


At the time, France faced the 
prospect of international bank­ 
ruptcy. With no money, Imports 
would have had to be cut. Indus­ 
trial 
production 
would 
have 
dropped for lack of raw mate­ 
rials. 
Stopped Inflation 
Rueff said inflation would have 
to be stopped, trade liberalized 
and ’he budget put in line for 
France to recover its economic 
footing. 
A balanced budget meant a cut 
in subsidies and an end to tax 
preferences—all 
without 
forcing 
up price* and wages which could 
start inflation again. Prices and 
wages 
could 
be held 
rn line 
through liberalized trade. 
“All 
the 
objectives 
were 
reached,” 
Rueff 
says 
"Price 
boosts were limited 
Economic 
activity has increased Trade and 
the payments balance have con­ 
siderably improved. 
Security And Welfare 
“But I’m not satisfied with this 
policy. Financial order is not an 
end in itself. You have to give 
men security and welfare, and to 
a great power like France, the 
necessary means to action ” 
Rueff wants to increase pro­ 
duction and to rid it of some of 
its protectionism. He also feels 
that private lobbies have gotten 
so powerful that they hamper the

Wednesday, September 26. 1923.

trolling the growth of grass with 
chemicals, but that if ever the 
pipe dream was to come true, it 
would mean replacing the lawn; 
mower with a power sprayer. 
Director Robert W. Sehery ol 
The Lawn Institute, Marysville, 
Ohio, said he “hated to be the 
one to stomp on the joyous spec­ 
ulation. but nature is not so easily

HOOVER CITES 
“INADEQUATE"

WASHINGTON

- Car­ 
nage on the highways during the 
Labor Day weekend offers stark 
testimony to the inadequacy of 
the nation's safety program, FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
Saturday. 
He 
decried soft 
punishments 
for drunk or reckless drivers and 
asked why anyone should feel 
compassion for them. 
Hoover said in an article in the 
FBI law enforcement bulletin that 
in some states drunk driving is 
classed as a simple misdemeanor, 
involving a light penalty and no 
suspension of the driving privi­ 
lege. 
Two Greatest Dangers 
“ It would appear just as logi­ 
cal,” he added, “to free a crazed 
man who had been firing a gun 
on a crowded street and return 
his weapon to him. 
“Two of the greatest dangers on 
our roads are the drunken and 
reckless drivers. Why should any­ 
one feel compassion 
for them? 
Their actions show as much dis­ 
regard for law and order as do 
the acts of a burglar who follows 
a carefully laid plan to steal in 
the night. Also, in many instances, 
they are a far greater threat to 
human safety. 
“Just as through research and 
positive action we have isolated 
and conquered the germs which 
cause many dread diseases, so 
can we remove the slaughterers 
who 
litter 
our 
highways 
with 
broken and battered bodies. But 
it cannot he done by showing pity 
or offering excuses for those who 
who wantonly violate the basic 
rules of traffic safety.”
